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INDIA IN TRANSITION. 
THE question has been somewhat discussed of late whether the 
colonies and dependencies of England ought not to be some- 
thing more than the agents for building up the prestige of a 
great empire, It has been urged that in many if not in most 
instances these territorial appanages were sources of cost to the 
Imperial exchequer, and comparisons have been drawn between 
our system and that of the Dutch and of the Spaniards, who 
contrive to extract revenue from their colonies, The invasion 
of the English money market for the purpose of raising loans on 
the security of the revenue of the East Indies has led to a notion 
that, some day or other, there will be an amalgamation of the 
home and Indian exchequers, and alarm was felt lest a very 
gigantic dependency would not be brought within the category 
of those others which draw more or less on the resources 
of the mother country which had not hitherto been the case. 
Indian finance and the policy of Indian Government have, 
therefore, assumed no little importance—born, perhaps, as 
much of fear as of sympathy—in the minds of many who had 
previously looked to our Asiatic possessions merély as a land 
which afforded an outlet forthe hardier and more adventurous of 
our sons, and a tolerably good practice-ground for our soldiers, 
The idea that a fiscal crisis in India had arrived occurred soon 
after the mutiny, and resulted in the appointment of a new 
functionary in the councils of the Governor-General in the 
person of a Chancellor of the Exchequer sent from home who 
was either to do the deeds of a magician or to declare the im- 
possibility of averting financial ruin, Notwithstanding the 
cheerful prognostications of the present Secretary of State for 
India (whose talent for optimism is, perhaps, his best quality) 
as to the ultimate balancing of expenditure and revenue, and 
the closing of a gulf of deficit which had year by year grown

wider, as those vaticinations were always accompanied by a 
demand for a new loan, little faith was placed in them, Never- 
theless, our latest accounts show that if Sir Charles Wood spoke 
merely his hopes he hase been lucky, for it would seem, at least 
upon the face of it, that the miracle has been worked, 

We most of us know that Mr, Laing, who now fills the office 
of Finance Minister in India, is a great arithmetician : his 
working out of figures has always been masterly. His faculty 
in this respect does not seem to have failed him; and if the 
groundwork on which it is based has any reality his exposition 
of the financial position of which he has charge is such as any 
one less sanguine than Sir Charles Wood could not have imagined 
a short while ago. The main fact is that at the end of the pre- 
sent year the demon deficiency will actually be laid, That 
deficiency at the end of the financial year 1860-61 was no leas 
than £6,000,000, This he has sought to meet by the action of 
reduction of expenditure, while he calculates that increase of 
revenue will come in to his aid. It is admitted that there is as 
nearly as possible but one source of expenditure in India to 
which the pruning-knife can be applied, and that is the 
military expense. Up to the present time the cost of the 
Indian army has been more by £5,250,000 than it was in. 1856 
before the mutiny broke out. It is proposed to reduce the 
expenditure by £3,500,000; and this is effected by cutting down 
the native army to 140,000 men and placing the European force 
at 70,000, the reduction amounting altogether to about 200,000 
native soldiers and police, as compared with 1859, It is esti- 
mated that the military expenditure will not exceed £12,000,000 
in India and £2,000,000 at home, The Indian Navy, such as it 
is, is to be abolished, and a saving of £1,000,000 will thus be 
effected, Some smaller reductions are to be made in the civil 
administration, and the result is a diminution of expenditure to 
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such an extent as to show a governmental cost of £41,544,699 
in 1861-62 as compared with £45,154,449 in 1860-61, The 
sum thus contributed towards supplying the deficit amounts 
to £3,599,750, For the remainder Mr, Laing looks to 
increased receipts from taxation, It appears that in the 
land tax there is an increase, the amount being 
£18,951,156, as against £18,762,447 ; the income tax will 
stand at £1,400,000; in the tax on salt there will be 
an increase of £600,000 ; while opium is expected to yield an 
addition of half a million; and, on the whole, the deficit is 
reduced to the despicable sum of £260,104, But the conjuror 
is not content. By some changing of hands and transfer of 
charge from the public treasury to local taxation, a surplus is 
positively created, amounting to £239,896, 

If all this be not true it ought to be true, as the proverb goes, 
But on the face of it there is no room for doubt or disbelief ; 
and it may, therefore, be assumed that the turning-point of a 
great danger has been passed, The absence of a deficit has an 
effect beyond its immediate benefit in relation to revenue and 
expenditure, inasmuch as it acts soothingly and pleasantly on 
the public mind, by removing all fear of the imposition of new 
taxes, It is Mr, Laing’s opinion that still better results may be 
expected in future years, and with continued perseverance in 
economy and all attainable reductions it would not be necessary 
hereafter to import Finance Ministers from England with a 
view to the rectification of the Indian Exchequer. In the fact 
of such a step as is here alluded to, with some sarcasm, having 
been taken, and the change which has been thereby effected in 
less than two years, there is an eminent suggestiveness, It 
would seem as if the epoch had arrived at which the 
ancient tradition of Indian administration were passing away. 
That famous army, which—itself a splendid anomaly—helped to 
win for the anomalous govermnent of the East India Company 
the vast empire which has lately passed from its rule, no longer 
exists. It has been swallowed up in amalgamation, and nothing 
is now left of it but its glorious history. Already a considerable 
innovation has been made in the system of Civil Service, to 
which also so much of the acquisition and consolidation of the 
British supremacy in the East is owing. New men and new ideas 
are treading hard on the heels of the old Indian administrator, 
and the orientalism of the Government is fast yielding to that 
system of which the Anglo-Saxon race are the professors and 
the agents, and which seeks to guide the State by a principle 
which, if its mean anything, means the admission of all subjects 
of a realm to a voice in its administration, either by co-operation 
er representation. While Mr. Laing is engaged in his fiscal 
labours on the spot, the Parliament of England is called on to legis- 
late for the East from a point of view which seems to tend towards 
a realisation of the dreams of Indian reformers, The bills intro- 
duced by Sir Charles Wood last week for the amending of the 
constitution of the Legislative Council, for reconstructing the 
judicial establishments, and for introducing changes into the 
eovenanted civil service, are based essentially on the principle of 
admitting the natives of India intoa participation in the labours 
and emoluments of the Government, Co-operation by the in- 
habitants of the country is thus set up as a rule, and if repre- 
sentation be still afar off it is no longer lost in such a distance 
as impossibility. 

Ihe mutiny was a great misfortune—a terrible catastrophe ; 
but it was also a great lesson, It taught many things ; and, not 
among the least, it showed that a change had come over the 
spirit of the native population, and that, if there was apparent 
submission to European dominance, there was not content, 
using the word only in that limited sense in which alone 
it can be applied to all human conditions of things, It 
is believed now that peace, order, safety, and security 
cannot be trusted to the soldier and the police alone, 
In Onde, the very hotbed of rebellion, the experiment of 
admitting natives of character and repute to places of trust, 
such as the magistracy, has teen attended with the best result, 
If we do not condescend to treat the native Indian in our 
hearts with respect, for which perhaps there may be other 
reasons apart from the antipathies of race, at least we seem 
about to try to inoculate him with self-respect. Coincident 
with all this there are circumstances just now which 
render attempts on the part of English enterprise and 
Englith capital to develop the resources-of India wise and 
prudent, if not, indeed, absolutely necessary. If all those 
obstacles to the settlement of Englishmen in the producing 
districts of India which have hitherto existed, and which have 
reduced the population to two classes, the executive and the 
governed native, are—as in the course of events they must be— 
removed, it is not to be doubted that climatic influences will 
not be found sufficient to stand in the way of the adventurous 
seeker after new fields of labour and its reward with which the 
mother country abounds. If we have read the signs of the 
moment aright, and if we have succeeded in pointing out, how- 
ever inadequately, any of those signs and symptoms, perhaps it 
will be admitted that we are justified in the assertion—that, for 
good or for evil, India is now in a state of transition.

Count Cavour’s remains have been taken to Villa Santena. It is 
believed that they are only provisionally deposited there ; indeed, it is 
officially announced that ultimately bis remains will be deposited in 
the Church of Superga, the burial-place of the house of Savoy. 

On Tuesday the ber of Deputies, on the motion of its Pre- 
sident, decided that a marble statue of Count Cavour should be placed 
in the Hall of Assembly.

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BELLIGERENT OPERATIONS ON LAND AND SEA, 

_ Virginia is still the main theatre of the war. Oa the 24th the 
pickets of the Federal troops near Alexandria were attacked by the 
Confederates, and it was thought in Washington that an engagement 
was taking place. Troops were hurried over the Potomac, but found 
that their services were not wanted, as the enemy had retired the 
moment the Federals showed themselves in force. The regiments 
stationed on Arlington heights are throwing up intrenchments, the 
69th (Irish) having already formed an earthwork one mile long and 
seven feet high, 

The Confederates are fortifying themselves at Manassas Gap, a 
station twenty-seven miles from Alexandria on the railway connecting 
Richmond with the important military post at Harper’s Ferry. 

There is no change in the condition of things at Harpor’s Ferry, 
except that the Confederates have blasted a lot of rock on to the Bal- 
timore and Ohio line at the Point of Rocks, ten miles east of the ferry, 
A telegram to Halifax announces that some Ohio regiments have taken 
possession of Grafton, in North-western Virginia—an important point, 
whence the Parkersburg and Wheeling branches of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad diverge, 

A Federal regiment had landed at Acquia Creek, a point on the 
southern bank of the Potomac, without opposition. 

The most important advance reported by the last mails is that of 
General Butler, who, with a force of 2500 men from Fort Monroe, had 
made their way up Hampton Roads, and intrenched themselves at 
New Point, which is about six miles from Hampton. This body com- 
mands the mouth of the James River, which is the water route to 
Richmond ; but General Butler is of opinion that no general movement 
should be made in this quarter with less than 15,000 men. At Fort 
Monroe he has only 6009 at present. When he is reinforced he will 
probably attack Norfolk and Sewell’s Point simultaneously, 

Thus Virginia is invaded at three points-—in the east, at Norfolk} in 
the centre, at Alexandria and Acquia Creek; in the west, at Grafton, 
The Confederates are concentrated at four points—Norfolk, Harper's 
Ferry, Manassas Gap, and Richmond, the capital of the State, 

The blockading squadron in the Chesapeake reports the number of 
their captures ut twenty-three. The Minnesota had left the Chesapeake 
to renew the blockade at Charleston; and a telegram to Halifax 
announces that New Orleans, the most important Southern port, was 
sealed up on the 28th ult, 

The attitude of the Federal Generals towards the slaves in Virginia 
is worth obeerving. General Sandford, commanding the troops in the 
centre, has issued a proclamation offering protection to all citizens 
and their property, which means slaves, General Butler refuses to- 
deliver up three fugitive slaves, on the ground that they may be 
employed by the enemy in throwing up earthworks, and so are con- 
traband ot war, unless the owner will come forward and swear 
allegiance to the United States. On hearing of this decision the slaves 
of the vicinity commenced flocking in to the camp at Fort Monroe, 
Soon General Butler found himself surrounded by 450 fugitives, He 
made application to the Governmen: to know what to do with them, 
The Secretary of War replied that the General must detain them for 
the present and not allow them to escape ; set them to work, and 
an account of the amount of work done and the cost of their keep. 
Their ultimate disposition would be a matter for devermination here- 
after.

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PARLIAMENT has passed the bill which repeals the paper duties 
The final stage—the third reading in the Lords—was reserved to 
make memorable the evening of Tuesday last. So the long 
struggle is crowned with a victory which is all the more satis- 
factory aa it is wrung from the antagonist by no abnormal 
pressure, no agitation, no party tactics, but is yielded to the 
combined force of argument and resolved perseverance, In a 
Tew months the Englishman’s paper will be as free as the 
Opinions he traces upon it. The bill for appropriating the seats 
vacant by the punishment of St. Albans and Sudbury has been 
again debated, and with a curious result, The House of 
Commons has no objection to the assigning new members to 
Yorkshire and Lancashire, but it will not hear of Chelsea and 
Kensington being made into a power. A majority of more 
than a hundred defeated the Government on this point. There 
-is no doubt that in those districts there is a large body of wealthy 
and educated men to whom the franchise would naturally belong; 
but, inasmuch as there, as in the other great metropolitan con- 
stituencies, that class would be utterly swamped and silenced by 





an enfranchisement, and as the House has no special love for the 
Parliamentary variety called a metropolitan member, the 
proposal has been unmistakably rejected. That the claim of the 
Scotch University is not a strong one is shown by its advocates 
not caring to make a fight on it ; but it is difficult to understand 
an objection to the conferring the franchise on the London 
University, which would certainly elect a scholar and a gentle- 
man, and which already turns itseyes to Sir John Romilly, 
The idea of giving the Inns of Court a member is simply 
ludicrous. Is Surgeons’ Hall to be represented, or Convocation, 
or Exeter Hall? There are about a hundred too many of the 
lawyers in Parliament already. In the Lords the Government 
has also been defeated in reference to a clause which has been 
added to the Bankruptcy Bill to prevent its having anything of 
a retrospective aspect. There does not now seem any reason why 
the Legislature should not rise at an early period in the autumn. 

The Emperor of the French has issued a proclamation on the 
subject of America. His Majesty declares that, considering the 
state of peace between France and the United States, he resolves 
to be neutral in the strife between the Government of the Union 
and the States claiming to form a particular Confederation, and 
he notifies that neither armed ship nor privateer on either side 
shall remain with prizes in French waters more than twenty-four 
hours. The usual cautions to Frenchmen against engaging in the 
war are given. We shall see whether this counterpart of our own 
declaration draws down upon France the indignation which a 
certain portion of the American journals have seen fit to 
express against England for having asserted her right to be 
neutral, The most absurd arguments are adduced against us, 
and, among others, we are told that in the Indian War the 
Republic was in no hurry to recognise the belligerent 
rights of sepoys. It does not speak well for the critical 
habits of newspaper readers in America that such childish non- 
sense can even be put into type. Where is the parallel? and 
what would it have signified to England if every State in the 
Union had declared that the murderers of Cawnpore were 
patriots fighting for nationality? We have carefully abstained 
from giving the least countenance to either principle involvedi n 
the strife in America, and we hope to be able to continue 
“letting both parties alone with the utmost severity.” Rumours 
of expected collisions still supply the journals with tremendous 
headings to very tame columns; and, in truth, the papers are 
not exactly covering themselves with glory either by the exact- 
ness of their news or the elevation of their style. At this 
moment the value to the Republic of a single newspaper edited 
on the English principle—that is to say, one calmly and thought- 
fully written, and from which all news that is not verified is 
eliminated, or given with a brand of untrustworthiness upon 
it—would be almost inconceivable. 

Count Cavour's death has opened a wide field for acrimonious 
discussion by foreign organs of the future of Italy, but it is 
satisfactory to notice that Italy herself speaks sorrowfully, but with 
assured hope. Every honour has been shown to the departed, 
including the highest honour of all—the declaration of resolve 
to walk according to his teaching. Baron Ricasoli is the suc- 
cessor of the great statesman, and it is believed that parties will 
rally around him and prevent the enemies of Italian liberty 
from availing themselves of any opportunity that may seem to 
be afforded by the loss of Cavour. The exultation of the Papal 
party is, of course, very great. The news of the Count’s demise 
wrought a sort of miracle upon the Pope, and suddenly cured 
the Holy Father of a fever which had made his valet uneasy. 

It has been resolved to strengthen our garrisons in Canada, and 
the Great Eastern has been engazed by the Government for the 
purpose of transporting the designated regiments, Never in the 
history of armaments have soldiers been so regally conveyed to 
the scene of their duty as these English troops will be—never 
was the deep ploughed by such an armed monster. The event is 
worthy to be given as a subject to the young poets of the 
universities, but it is strongly to be recommended that the 
number of lines be limited, as poems of Great Eastern propor- 
tions might abbreviate the valuable lives of the judges,

ssination of a young man of great promise, who had already 
achieved fame—Colonel Ellsworth. He was shot by the proprietor 
f an hotel as he was carrying downstairs a Secession flag. His 
regiment was at once wild with rage, and it was with difficulty 
it was prevented from burning the town. The assassin was 
killed on the spot. Colonel Ellsworth was a man of much force of 
character, and of especial genius for organisation and mili drill ; 
he was, in fact, the originator of the Zouave drill in the United States. 
When the war began it occurred to him that the firemen of New 
York would furnish excellent material for a military corps of this 
description : he at once proposed the matter, and, the consent of the 
authorities being given, a regiment was immediately formed and con- 
veyed to Washington. In a sort of reckless courage this class of men 
have hardly their equals anywhere. The skill of Colonel Ellsworth 
soon added the advantages of skill and discipline, and the force had 
already become as formidable a one as any in the field. He was greatly 
loved by his men, and seems to have been a man of exemplary life,
